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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4-9, 12,14-21, 24-26, 28, and 30-32 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Stansbury discloses an arrangement comprising a tubular element, a body 
extending therein, and a tension ring clamping the tubular element and body 
together as discussed in the previous office action. Stansbury fails to disclose a 
tubular element whose diameter is staggered such that the first axial section of the 
tension ring clamps the large diameter section of the tubular element, while the 
second axial section of the ring is not contacting the smaller diameter of the tubular 
element as claimed [claim 8]. Likewise, Stansbury fails to disclose a tubular 
element including a hollow shaft of a rotary encoder or a body extending therein of a 
drive shaft [claim 21, 28]. 

4. It would not have been obvious to modify Stansbury, which teaches a hot water 
heater knob adapter, in such a way that would meet these claim limitations. It 
would not have been obvious to replace the knobs of Stansbury with hollow shafts 
of rotary encoders, nor would it have been obvious to stagger the outer diameter of 
the knob such that the adapter/clamp only contacted the largest diameter section of 
the knob. There is no motivation in the field of endeavor or the prior art to make 
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such modifications. Any changes to Stansbury that would result in the claimed 
invention would require improper hindsight. 

5. Prior art such as Neugart and Thau are more analogous than Stansbury, but fail to 
teach tension rings that contact the tubular element at only a first axial section while 
not contacting the tubular element at a second axial section. There is no teaching 
in the prior art of record to suggest that this is an obvious design choice. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments 
on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
